peal that prov ision of the statute. 
Our faith 
in the power of an en forcin g officer to ac­ 
complish the en d s sought is con sid erably shak­ 
en when he begin s to d istin guish an d suggest 
that he will d etermin e his activ ity by such 
d istin ction as to the purposes for which the 
law is v iolated . 
If the purpose of a man ’s v iolation should 
be the con trollin g on e, then certain ly a mother 
sellin g liquor for the purpose of gettin g bread 
for starv in g child ren should come within the 
category of justified purposes.
